hillsides and valleys, supplying wool

Notes can be obtained from the re- 
gional offices and veterans organiza- 
tions. 


From there on the loan is in;the 


hands of the Veterans Bureau, which 
heretofore has issued loans within 10 
days of receiving 
applications and 


hopes to continue issuing at about the 
same rate.
